MITCH EL REDIVIVUS,

The “Irish Pairiot*” Enjoyving Sweot Revonge
nt Gienernl Dix's Expense.
From the Newe York Timea of to-day,

While in command of the Department of the
Atlantie, in 1865, General John A. Dix caused
the nrrest of John Mitehel, who first became
kunown to the American people as a fuzitive
“Irish Patriot,” and afterward during the .
bellion us a writer of violent and vituperative
articles agalnst the North in a Richmond paper.
He wae committed to Fort Lafayette.

After two days' imprisonment in Forl Lafa-
sctte; he was teansferred to Fortress Monroe,
